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VI. LEGISLATIVE / REGULATORY   

Rachel Glasgow, Regulatory Analyst reported that Senate Bill 291, regulating telehealth and 

telemedicine was signed in to law on July 21, 2017.  The Division of Law and Division of 

Consumer Affairs are reviewing the requirements under the law.   

The Telehealth Committee will meet to discuss the law and continue efforts to draft regulations.   

  

VII. EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR REPORT 

Executive Director Milagros Collazo reported that there are 3,970 active, 382 inactive licensed 

professional counselors and 663 pending LPC applications. There are 1,896 active, 69 inactive 

licensed associate counselors and 1,125 pending LAC applications. 

There are 116 active and 50 inactive licensed rehabilitation counselors and 11 pending LRC 

applications.
